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Home Mission Needs yah 


Sometimes when we speak of mis- 
sionaries we think of folks in the far- 
away lands o’er the sea, but there is a 
song I have heard that is’indeed. so 
true, which goes as follows: 


“You may not cross the ocean, 

Nor the heathen land explore, 

But should you go where duty calls 
There’s a heathen at your door.” 


Early in July of 1944 we received a 
letter from Rev. J. M. Kile stating 
that some people near our residence 
were in distress and asked that we 
go to see about them. So early one 
morning we got into the car and 
started to locate the people whom we 
had never seen, neither had we ever 
heard of the place we were going, but 
we did know the Lord commanded us 
to go into all the world and preach 
the gospel. 

On our way we traveled some of the 
roughest roads we have ever gone 
over, and it made us think of the 
rough and uneven journey over which 
our blessed Savior passed when He 
came to seek and to save that which 
was lost. On we went, over the stones 
and ditches, until finally we reached 
good roads again. Then, after a few 
miles, we again entered roads rougher 
still than the first. It seemed that the 
car would turn over, it was so rough. 
We wondered if we could make it, and 
felt like trying to back out, but the 
sweet Spirit of God was urging us on 
to a people in distress. It made us to 
think of Jesus when He went to Geth- 
semane, “And he went a little farther 
and fell on his face, saying, Father, if 
it be possible let this cup pass from 
me. Nevertheless not as I will, but as 
thou wilt.” 

After awhile we ran off this terrible 
road into a large open, grassy field. 
In sight was a crude wooden hut. 
When we came to the door inquiring 
for the lady for whom we were look- 
ing, we met a young mother twenty- 
five years of age with two children, 
living there in poverty. She directed 
us to the residence for which we were 
looking, across the creek and over into 
the woods, the last house back in that 
part of the mountains. 

As we climbed the steep bank to the 
home, we saw another rude hut with a 
stone on the porch and by the stone 
stood an elderly lady. Never before 
had we looked upon such an eager 
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face. We told her Brother Kile had 
sent us to her, and she began to cry. 
Asking her about her trouble, she be- 
gan to say they had excluded her 
from the Midianite church for a 
prayer she had learned to say. We 
asked her to repeat it, and she began 
a long creed or ritual we could not 
understand, only we heard a phrase 
about the tomb of the Virgin Mary. 
We interrupted her, for we knew she 
had not gotten acquainted with Jesus 
and the lines she was repeating were 
only as those who would cry out to 
Baal. . 


My companion began to tell her the 
story of Jesus and His love and His 
power to save. While he talked I 
stepped inside to the poorly furnished 
kitchen, and behind the stove on a 
very crude wooden cot lay a boy (I 
must pause to say it was the most 
pathetic scene I have ever looked up- 
on) twenty-five years of age, with a 
head the size of a man’s head and his 
body the size of an average eight- 
year-old child’s. He required the at- 
tention of any infant child. He made 
the sound of a very small baby. There 
seemed to be very little sense of feel- 
ing about him as the flies were all 
over his face and even inside his 
mouth. He would first look at you and 
grin and after the grin he would show 
his teeth and snarl up his nose, and 
truly the expression there would make 
anyone think of demons. I could not 
bear to look upon him and after run- 
ning the flies from his face I slipped 
out and told my companion he should 
go in to see the invalid boy. 


The children went in and the ex- 
pression on the poor invalid’s face 
they were also afraid of and refused 
to stay even to scare the flies away. 
While I continued the story of Jesus 
to the lady, my companion slipped in 
to only come out quickly, for his 
thoughts were even as mine had been, 
of the demons. 


Meanwhile the young mother we 
first met had come over and we sent 
for our guitar in the car and sang 
them some touching hymns as the 
tears trickled down their faces, hav- 
ing never heard the true gospel nor 
good old hymns like God’s children 
sing. They seemed so lonely, and we 
told them how Jesus could comfort 
them away back there in the moun- 


tains, and of the richness and beauty 
of the great beyond. 

We asked them to pray with us and 
we went in by the poor invalid’s bed 
and really they cried out to God with 
us. Neighbors on the opposite side of 
the young mother’s house heard us 
singing and praying. As we were ready 
to leave, an old man came up into 
the yard, shook hands with us, 
stepped into the house and back out 
and left immediately. He seemed 
utterly shocked. As he left the yard 
his wife entered, and she acted as a 
little child would around strangers. 
We were standing in the yard ready 
to go, and she said, “Oh, how I wish 
I had known you were going to be 
here.” Continuing she said, “I would 
love to hear What all you had to say.” 

Inquiring if she were a Christian, 
She became extremely nervous, say- 
ing, “I did belong to the church but 
they took my name off and now I’m 
lost.” Then we just had to take the 
opportunity to say, “If you accept 
Christ and your name is recorded in 
the Lamb’s book of life, no one can 
erase your name.” She seemed very 
eager, and said, “Is that right?” So 
we had to again relate the story of 
Jesus. Praise His dear name! The 
precious and sweet story of Jesus is 
what this old sin-cursed, evil world 
needs today. She kept repeating, “Oh, 
how I wish I had known you were 
coming. I wanted to hear every word 
you had to say.” 

I said to my companion, “Let’s sing 
her a song before we go.” Then we 
stood in the yard and sang our testi- 
mony, “Lord, lead me on,” as the two 
elderly women and the precious young 
mother stood there and cried on the 
porch. It seemed that the very atmos- 
phere was filled with the great Spirit 
of God as we sang. The elderly women 
cried and took each other by the 
hand and they would look up and then 
at each other. We could hardly sing for 
marvelling at their actions. Finally, 
they came and stood by us and raised 
their hands to God as we sang. Praise 
His dear name! He said, “And I, if I 
be lifted up from the earth will draw 
all men unto me.” 

It was hard to leave them, and two 
of them followed us to the car where 
we found the old man beside the gate 
waiting to ask us about God. We again

Chicago Court Upholds Released 
Time 
According to RNS, the Superior 
Court upheld the right of the Chicago 
Board of Education to continue re- 
leased time for religious training. The 
opinion read, 
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“This order of the school board’s 
providing the hour for outside re- 
ligious training is in direct conform- 
ity rather than in opposition to the 
Constitution’s Bill of Rights,” declared 
Superior Court Judge Ulysses S. 
Schwartz. 

He added that “it does not aid in 
establishing a church nor does it ex- 
clude the free exercise of all religion.” 

The Superior Court’s decision was 
made in answer to a suit filed by Ira 
Latimer, director of the Civil Liber- 
ties Commiftee of Chicago, for a writ 
of mandamus to prohibit the released- 
time classes.

Justice of Department and 
Juveniles 

Attorney General Tom C. Clark has 
launched aplan to save “teen-age 
lawbreakers.” He purposes to set up a 
twelve-man advisory board, composed 
of nationally-known clergymen, edu- 
cators, and social welfare students. 
While the Department of Justice has 
no claim of authority over juveniles 
who are not lawbreakers, the purpose 
of the bureau will be to assist by ad- 
vising in an endeavor designed to pre- 
vent violation of law by the young- 
sters. 

Federal Bureau of Investigation 
figures prove that, of all the persons 
arrested during the first half of 1945, 
21 per cent are under twenty-one 
years old. Of those arrested for armed 
robbery, auto thefts, forgeries and 
other felonies—or “major” crimes— 
the percentage ran more than 40 per 
cent for youths under twenty-one. Ar- 
rests of girls under twenty-one in- 
creased 9.2 per cent.

The Christian’s Contrasts 

The Christian in 2 Cor. 8:2 is repre- 
sented as having “a great trial of 
affliction,—but an abundance of joy. 
As abounding in “deep poverty” unto 
riches of liberality.” 
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The Two Adams ” ‘j,i % 6 


In the words of 1 Cor. 15:45-49 we 
have a brief outline and statement of 
the original character of the two 
creations. It is vital that we study 
them carefully to see their likeness, 
their differences, and their relation to 
each other. This is a basic block of 
truth. 

Note first that each of the heads of 
these two creations is called ADAM. 
That is, Jesus was as truly human as 
was Adam of Genesis 3, and as Adam 
was the progenitor of one race so 
Jesus Christ, the Second Man, was the 
progenitor of another race. It is most 
comforting to know that Jesus was a 
real man, yes, definitely, THE REAL 
MAN. 

Then note the striking marks of 
difference between the two. There are 
five of these. The first Adam “was 
made” and the second “was begotten.” 
Luke 1:35. The first was a “soul” and 
the second was a “spirit”; that is, the 
predominating character of the first 
Adam was soul (though he also had 
a spirit) Eccl. 3:21, but the predom- 
inating character of the second Adam 
or Jesus was “SPIRIT.” The first man 
was “living” but the Second Man was 
“quickened” or life-giving, a “life- 
giving spirit.” Adam could transmit 
life only by human, natural genera- 
tion; but Jesus only can give life to 
those who already exist but are dead, 
whether dead to God in trespasses 
and sins, or physically dead and 
buried. The first Adam is natural but 
the Second Adam is spiritual. 

So it is evident then that if salva- 
tion simply restores us to the state of 
the first Adam, we would only be 
natural and not spiritual at all; free 
from sin and its effects, but not holy, 
creatures but not sons. What gain 
would this be to God? So the first 
Adam was “of the earth” but the 
Second was “from heaven.” 

Also, the relation of these to each 
other is important. “Adam was the 
figure of him that was to come.” Rom. 
5:14. This is significant. The real Man 
was Jesus Christ. The creation of the 
first was dependent on the coming of 
the second. In the beginning, the 
delights of the Second Man were with 
the yet uncreated decendants of 
Adam. Prov. 8:30. In divine manifes- 
tation Adam was first; God’s best is 
always last. The consummation of all 
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things will mean the culmination of 
blessings to us poor mortals and of 
glory unto our God and the anointed 
LORD JESUS CHRIST. 


As Adam was earthly so also are we 
his lineage. In Gen. 5:3 we read that 
Adam begat a son in his own image. 
This was after the fall, and so we read 
that by one man sin entered into the 
world and death by sin, and was 
passed upon all men. Rom. 5:12. All 
sinned in Adam, their head; and all 
sinned voluntarily because of a sinful 
nature inherited from Adam. All his 
descendants bear his image. The 
world is not growing better. 


You cannot change a dog from be- 
ing doggish. You may domesticate 
him, teach him to be useful and cun- 
ning, and even polite, but he still is 
dog. He will growl and bite and devour 
as quickly as ever when occasion 
arises. He is still a dog. He is just as 
greedy as ever. All your domestication 
will not convert him into a sheep. Only 
the God that made them both can 
change them, and that by destroying 
the dog’s life and creating in him a 
sheep’s life. So men bear the image of 
their forefathers, and are waxing 
worse and worse. The evil world is 
reaping in this great war just closed 
the whirlwinds of sin, national and 
individual. Reformation is not re- 
generation. Man-made goodness is not 
lasting. 

But as is the heavenly ONE, such 
are they that are heavenly ones, or 
Jesus’ descendants. As He is, so are we 
in this world, new creatures in Christ 
Jesus, a new creation. The new crea- 
tion is heavenly, supernatural, spir- 
itual, divine, God-sustained and God- 
indwelt. 

God sees every person either as the 
old creation or as a new creation, in 
the first Adam or in the Second Adam, 
Christ, hence as dwelling “in the flesh” 
or “in the spirit.” See 2 Cor. 5: 16, 17. 
Every man’s standing is one of these. 


But the state of all believers on 
Christ is not the same. For all true 
believers are “born of the Spirit” and 
“live in the Spirit” (the place and 
atmosphere of birth being our home), 
yet all do not “walk in the Spirit.” 
Gal. 5: 25. Though all such are a new 
creation by birth, yet many do not 
walk according to this rule, Gal. 6:16, 


but “walk as men,” 1 Cor. 3:3, “who 
mind earthly things,” Phil. 3:19, or 
“live after the flesh,” Rom. 8:13, or 
according to the rules of the old 
creation. This class of believers the 
Holy Spirit names “carnal” or fleshly. 
He cannot call them natural because 
they are born into the supernatural. 
They are “in Christ” though only 
babes, 1 Cor. 3:1, even “sanctified in 
Christ,” called holy ones. God cannot 
term them spiritual for they do not 
walk in the Spirit, or after the Spirit. 
Though they are not regarded as being 
in the flesh but in the Spirit, yet they 
are regarded as carnal or fleshly. Their 
standing is spiritual but their state is 
fleshly. Rom. 8:8, 9. 

So in 1 Cor. 2:14 and 3:1-3 we read 
of three classes of men, “the natural 
man,” “he that is spiritual,” and “yet 
carnal.” Everyone belongs to one of 
these three classes. Where are you, 
dear one, located today? If you are a 
child of God you belong to the second 
class. That is your dwelling place or 
home. You need not “walk after the 
flesh.” 

If you are a new creation and old 
things have passed away, why is it 
that some things still remain and you 
walk after the flesh? It is because we 
have two natures in one person. This 
is scriptural. In 2 Cor. 4:7 note, “We 
have this treasure” (new creation), 
“life of Jesus,” in earthen vessels 
(the old creation), our mortal flesh, 
vv 10, 11, including all its earthward 
tendencies, whether mental, physical, 
or social. V 16 speaks of our outward 
man and inward man. James 1:8 and 
4:8 speak of the double-minded man, 
literally two-souled, or two-lived. Are 
there not two natures here? 

So why the repeated caution, “be of 
one mind,” “mortify deeds of the body, 
your members which are upon the 
earth,” “set your affections on things 
above,” if we have not two natures? 
Why the caution against the desires 
of the flesh and of the mind? 

This is all in harmony with the 
present-day experience, though some 
will not admit it for it conflicts with 
the state of perfection. Account other- 
wise, if you can, for the bitter feeling 
so often seen, and harsh, unkind 
words uttered, impatience shown, un- 
charitable criticism indulged, selfish-

1. From Whence Cometh Sanc- 

tification (Purity or Holiness)? 

Originally, sanctification, purity or 
holiness, came from God. It must of 
necessity have had a beginning, hence 
the fountain from whence it flows 
must be holy or pure. James 3:11, 
“Doth a fountain send forth at the 
same place sweet water and bitter?” 
The answer simply is “No.” There- 
fore, holiness could find its beginning 
only in THE ETERNAL GOD OUR 
CREATOR, WHO IS ALTOGETHER 
HOLY, THE ABSOLUTE ONE. Lev. 
11:44, “For I am the Lord your God: 
ye shall therefore sanctify yourselves, 
and be ye holy; FOR I AM HOLY.” 
1 Peter 1:15, 16, “But as he which hath 
called you IS HOLY, SO BE YE HOLY 
IN ALL MANNER OF CONVERSA- 
TION; BECAUSE IT IS WRITTEN, 
BE YE HOLY; FOR I AM HOLY.” 
Hence, all we get from God is holy; 
as a matter of fact, God sitteth on the 
throne of His holiness, Psa. 47:8. 
Therefore, no service to God can be 
acceptable in its nature except it be 
that of holiness or sanctification. Luke 
1:74,75, “That he would grant unto 
us, that we being delivered out of the 
hand of our enemies might serve him 
without fear, IN HOLINESS (SANC- 
TIFICATION) AND RIGHTEOUSNESS 
before him, all the days of our life” 
(even from the first day we are con- 
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verted). Before the foundation of the 
world, God’s choice for His people was 
that we should be HOLY (SANCTI- 
FIED) and without blame before him 
in love, Eph. 1:4. Therefore, it is very 
clearly to be seen that with God, His 
people, from the very beginning of 
their experience with Him until they 
have reached death or glorification, 
must continue that setting themselves 
apart (SANCTIFICATION) by His 
marvelous grace from evil to that of a 
life of holiness. Heb. 12:14, “Follow 
peace with all men, AND HOLINESS, 
without which no man shall see the 
Lord.” 

ll. Where Does Sanctification Begin 

in the Redemptive Plan? 


As far as God is concerned, it began 
with Him for us in the prehistoric ages. 
Eph. 1:4, “According as he hath chosen 
us in him before the FOUNDATION 
OF THE WORLD, THAT WE SHOULD 
BE HOLY (SANCTIFIED) and with- 
out blame before him in love.” Rev. 
13:8 shows that God’s Son, as a lamb, 
was slain from the FOUNDATION OF 
THE WORLD. With the prophet 
Jeremiah, sanctification began  be- 
fore his birth. Jer. 1:5, “Before I 
formed thee in the belly, I knew thee; 
and BEFORE THOU CAMEST FORTH 
OUT OF THE WOMB I SANCTIFIED 
(OR SET APART) THEE.” Thus, in 
the experience of Jeremiah, God be- 
gan the great work of sanctification 
(SETTING APART) before his birth. 
Of John the Baptist it is said, Luke 
1:15, “For he shall be great in the 
sight of the Lord, and shall neither 
drink wine nor strong drink; AND HE 
SHALL BE FILLED WITH THE HOLY 
GHOST, EVEN FROM HIS MOTHER’S 
WOMB.” Why was this? Of course, 
that he should be holy unto the Lord, 
or set apart (sanctified) unto Him. He 
had to be sanctified, for the Holy 
Ghost will not dwell in an unclean 
temple. We are told in the Bible that 
John was holy. Mark 6:20, “For Herod 
feared John, knowing that he was A 
JUST MAN AND AN HOLY.” Be it 
understood, this was God’s sanctifica- 
tion for these men before they were 
born. So with God it is sanctification 
from the beginning to the end of our 
salvation. However, these men still re- 
tained their God-given power of 
choice, but without an act of conse- 
cration on the part of Jeremiah and 
John, God’s sanctification would not 
have saved them. As it is, God gave 
His Son to save all men, but all men 
will not receive Him. In fact, God 
even sanctified His Son and sent Him 
into the world for our redemption. 
John 10:36. 

Ill. Sanctification Begins With Man

do? He would have him to forsake 
his wicked way and return (set him- 
self apart) unto God, Isa. 55:7. Thus, 
when man begins to do this, he is set- 
ting himself apart in this particular 
sense (sanctifying himself to a sacred 
purpose) because it is man’s responsi- 
bility to return to God; therefore, he 
must of necessity, by the grace of 
God, set himself apart from evil and 
then our God will abundantly par- 
don. Webster says “abundance” means 
great, plenty, an overflowing quantity, 
ample sufficiency, fulness. In other 
words, if we are pardoned, it is not 
half way or partially done, but to the 
fullest extent with all sufficiency, as 
far as sins are concerned. The Bible 
tells us in thundering tones, with 
absolute certainty, beyond a reason- 
able doubt, THAT SANCTIFICATION 
BEGINS WITH SALVATION. 2 Thess. 
2:13, “Because God hath from the 
beginning chosen you to SALVATION 
THROUGH SANCTIFICATION OF 
THE SPIRIT AND BELIEF OF THE 
TRUTH.” So, according to this scrip- 
ture, we have our salvation, or de- 
liverance from sins, THROUGH AN 
ACT OF SANCTIFICATION, BOTH ON 
THE PART OF GOD FROM THE 
FOUNDATION OF THE WORLD AND 
ALSO ON THE PART OF MAN FROM 
THE TIME HE BEGINS HIS TURN- 
ING AWAY FROM EVIL TO GOD 
WHO IMPARTS TO MAN HIS VERY 
OWN NATURE, WHICH IS HOLINESS, 
“BECAUSE HE IS HOLY.” Then, by 
the death of Jesus Christ, the very 
moment a man surrenders to Him, 
sanctification (not entire sanctifica- 
tion) begins in his life, as far as sins 
are concerned; that is, in the first 
sense, in that he is separated from 
sins to God, or sins are removed. For 
this reason, all through the New 
Testament believers are called saints. 
(Webster: A person sanctified, or a 
godly person.) And, truly if a man 
is not a saint, he is not a Christian. 
Then, if he is not a Christian, he is not 
a saint. Note 1 Cor. 6:11. The Apostle 
Paul, writing to the Corinthian breth- 
ren, speaks of sanctification in this 
instance prior to that of justification. 
“And such were some of you, but ye 
are washed (by the blood, Rev. 1:5), 
but ye are SANCTIFIED, but ye are 
JUSTIFIED.” I wonder if the apostle 
knew what he was talking about, or 
if he made a mistake, or was he try- 
ing to evade some cardinal doctrine by 
putting sanctification before justifica- 
tion in this instance? 


IV. Salvation Through the Agency 
of the Holy Spirit 

The Spirit is the agency through 
whom we receive our salvation, 1 Cor. 
12:3, “Wherefore I give you to under- 
stand, that no man speaking by the 
Spirit of God calleth Jesus accursed: 
and that no man can say that Jesus 
is the Lord BUT BY THE HOLY

4. Prophecy in Fovetelling Events 

This is the ministry which first 
comes to our minds when we mention 
prophecy. The Old Testament prophets 
all claimed thus to speak—that is, by 
divine inspiration. Peter said they 
often did not understand themselves 
that which they prophesied. 1 Peter 1: 
1,10. The expressions, “The. Lord said” 
or “The Lord spake, saying” occur over 
two thousand times in the Old Testa- 
ment, and this special prophetic min- 
istry did not die with the death of 
Jesus; it is found holding an impor- 
tant place in the New Testament. 

As in the Old Testament, it seems 
to have two services in particular in 
the New Testament Pentecostal 
church—that of guidance and that of 
prophecying future events. The two 
usually came together, such as warn- 
ings to Paul, which were both meant 
as guidance and warning of future 
danger, and the prophecy of a famine 
to come, which was both prophecy of 
the future and guidance to the people 
to be prepared for it. 

The Spirit of God does not prophecy 
through us merely for our pleasure. 
Though certainly the Lord delights in 
our happiness in Him, His prophecies 
are for “edification, exhortation, and 
comfort.” Then most assuredly they 
have their place in the church of to- 
day, which is patterned after the 
church which Jesus instituted, “With 
signs following.” But the numerous 
so-called “prophecies” in some circles, 
which have caused unscriptural mar- 
riages, and equally unscriptural divi- 
sions and strife in the church, cer- 
tainly have not brought “edification, 
exhortation, and comfort.” 

We will examine some of the exam- 
ples of prophecy which we find in 
the New Testament. Acts 13:1-4 is a 
case of men being called of God to a 
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certain definite ministry, and divinely 
set aside and “sent” of the Holy Ghost. 
It is clear that the call came through 
prophets in the church. For there 
were in the church that was at An- 
tioch certain PROPHETS and teach- 
ers. And “the Holy Ghost SAID.” He 
spoke, and, as He usually speaks 
through human agencies, it is certain 
He spoke through the prophets who 
were there. He said, “Separate me 
Barnabas and Saul for the work 
whereunto I have called them—a 
choosing, through prophecy, of a cer- 
tain two men for a definite job. But 
note the atmosphere in which these 
prophecies came forth. These men 
“ministered to the Lord, and fasted.” 
Prophecies born in a ministry of wait- 
ing upon the Lord and fasting, through 
the lives of men who put God first, as 
did these men, may well be heeded. 
This prophetic gift is still in the 
church to guide us. But it should be 
guarded from fanaticism with the 
same jealous care that these men used 
—“waiting upon the Lord and fasting.” 
The writer could personally cite scores 
of such experiences, and thousands of 
our readers could give personal testi- 
mony to this glorious fact, that God 
does divinely and prophetically call 
and use us. Our own supernatural call 
to Mexico, and that of the Kluzits to 
Haiti, are examples in hand. When 
God miraculously calls He miraculous- 
ly blesses. V. 4, “So they, being sent 
forth by the Holy Ghost—.” Thank 
God for men divinely called, super- 
naturally anointed, and “sent forth by 
the Holy Ghost.” Other examples of 
this prophetic guidance are found in 
Acts 21:4,10,11; Acts 20:23. 

The prophecy of Agabus, Acts 11:27- 
30. The purpose of this prophecy was 
not just to warn the saints of coming 
disaster, but to give them time to 
prepare to meet it. That the warning 
was well received and acted upon is 
shown in the fact that the disciples 
were able to send relief to the breth- 
ren in Judea. 

It has been the writer’s observa- 
tion that most acceptable prophecies 
in the church today are of this type. 
That is to say, they warn of coming 
disaster, such as wars, spiritual falling 
away, rising power of antichrist, etc., 
or they promise future blessings, such 
as coming revivals, a promised out- 
pouring of the Holy Ghost, the soon 
coming of the Lord, etc. Such mes- 
sages are scriptural. And let me fer- 
vently warn here that no message can 
supercede or contradict the Word of 
God. If it does, it is not of God, but 





of the flesh or the devil. One “prophet” 
told a minister friend of mine that 
God was not pleased with his curled 
hair. The minister replied that 
it was certainly a strange thing, for 
it was God who gave it to him. An- 
other minister was told that he was 
called as a divine affinity to a certain 
young lady, so he followed the “proph- 
ecy,” leaving his church and his wife 
and his organization, and going out 
independent with the young lady. The 
Bible says he is an adulterer, but he 
chose to believe the “prophet” instead 
of the Bible. 

During the height of a _ blessed 
“signs following” evangelistic ministry, 
we stayed overnight in the home of 
friends. We were asked to pray for 
the husband, a good Christian man. 
He immediately fell under the power 
of the Spirit, and began to see unbe- 
lievable visions. As he saw he talked, 
describing his visions. He saw literally 
thousands of ships loaded with Amer- 
ican soldiers, leave our shores and 
head for Africa! He saw the sky black 
with airplanes flying across the Eng- 
lish channel into the European con- 
tinent! And he gave awe-inspiring 
descriptions of a coming horrible war. 
That was unbelievable in 1937, but 
now it is history. 

God has most unbelievably, but most 
gloriously fulfilled many of the prom- 
ises He gave us when He called us to 
Mexico. Many of these promises are 
yet unfulfilled but they shall be com- 
pleted, for one must never put a time 
limit on God’s prophecies unless God 
Himself does so, and though we left 
Mexico, we are now returning, and 
shall yet see the fulfillment of the rest 
of His prophecies to us about that 
land! 

It is well to remember that there are 
three spirits in our divine relationship 
—the Spirit of God, the spirit of man, 
and the spirit (or spirits) of Satan. 
The spirit of the natural man, his de- 
sires and hopes, and the spirit of 
Satan, who loves to lead us astray, 
both strive against the giving forth of 
a pure, unadulterated prophecy. That 
is why it is best, and usually neces- 
sary, that the prophet be “in the 
spirit,” through a blessed prayer and 
song service or a period of “waiting 
upon the Lord,” before he permits the 
prophecies to come forth. For not all 
prophecies are perfect. Few are of the 
devil, but some are tinted by the 
natural man and his desires (such as 
prophesying that the pastor should 
leave, or that a certain well-liked

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Should We Pay Cithes Coday Y) 


A great many people tell us that 
we do not have to pay tithes today. 
Some people tell us if we give 
unto the Lord as He leads us it will 
be the same as paying tithes, while 
still others say that tithing was in- 
stituted under the law and paying 
tithes went out of date when Christ 
was born. 


In the first place, if we pay our 
tithes in the way the Lord leads us 
to pay them, we will pay them just 
like He told the people to pay them in 
the beginning. God always has a 
plain way in which to carry on His 
work, and His way is so plain that 
any Christian can understand it, if 
he wants to. 

In the second place, tithing did not 
go out of date when Christ was born, 
because the Bible does not say so; 
but the Bible does say God never 
changes. If Christians would study 
the Bible with an open mind and a 
will to learn, and take the Bible at 
what it says instead of taking what 
some man thinks it says, it would be 
easy for them to stay in the center 
of God’s will in this life. Anyone who 
preaches that tithing is not for the 
Church Age does not know his Bible 
or else he is trying to dodge the 
issue, because there is no way whereby 
God can finance His work except by 
the paying of tithes. 

It is a fact, however, that tithing 
was enacted under the Law, but the 
Bible does not say tithing went out 
of date at the close of the Mosaic 
Law. Tithing is brought before us for 
the first time in Genesis 14:20 where 
Abram presented Melchizedek with 
the tenth of the spoils of his victory as 
the result of the slaughter of the 
kings. This took place about 1913 
B.C. The second time we see tithing 
was when Jacob had his vision at Luz, 
1760 B. C., Genesis 28:22. This tithing 
occurred about 269 years before the 
Law was handed to Moses on Mount 
Sinai in 1491 B. C. From the above, 
we see where great men of God paid 
tithes even before God commanded 
them to pay them. If men saw it was 
right to pay tithes before the com- 
mandment was given to pay them, it 
should be easy for Christians to see 
the need of paying tithes today since 
the commandment has been given to 
pay them.

We see where tithing was enacted 
under the Levitical Priesthood in 1491 
B. C., Leviticus 27:30. In the above 
scripture verse we see where God told 
man how He would finance His Church, 
and in no other part of the Bible 
do we find where God told man of 
any other plan whereby He would 
finance His Church. There is no ex- 
cuse for Christians to become confused 
about tithe paying, because if the 
Bible is searched properly any Chris- 
tian can see that paying tithes is for 
the Church Age or Dispensation of 
Grace. Christians today are being 
carried away with a lot of theories in- 
stead of facts. The Bible is being read 
today by many people but there are 
few who study it. The first rule is, 
“Scripture interprets Scripture.” To 
sum up the subject, we get it this 
way: “If a person goes wrong, it is all 
his fault and he has only himself to 
blame.” 

There are those who tell us that 
the tithes do not belong to the pastor 
until he actually gets them in his 
hands, but this doctrine will not stand 
the acid test. If that were the case, 
the pastor would not be entitled to any 
money at all and unless the church 
wanted to pay him he would have to 
work for nothing. Back in the eternity 
of the past, God laid the plan on which 
His Church was to be carried, and 
that plan is laid down in the Scrip- 
ture and is so plain that it is utter- 
ly impossible for a Christian to fail 
to understand it if he will read the 
plan with an open mind to learn. 
This plan will be found in Numbers 
18:21. God said, “And, behold, I have 
given the children of Levi all the 
tenth in Israel for an inheritance...” 
First, we know that the word “given” 
is the past tense of “give” and “have 
given” is a past participle which 
shows that something has already 
been accomplished. The word “inheri- 
tance” means “a possession or bless- 
ing which was received without pur- 
chase but was obtained as a gift.” The 
Church will have a mighty hard time 
making God believe that the tithes do 
not belong to the pastor until they 
are in his hands. 

The writer, in all of his life, never 
hears anyone say “why” we pay 


tithes. Tithing is a lost art in the 
Church today when it comes to preach- 
ing on them. Tithing is a part of the 
eternal Word and should be a text for 
all ministers just the same as salva- 
tion. Matthew 4:4 and 2 Timothy 3: 
16. In some of our churches today 
the pastors are paid in such a peculiar 
way they cannot preach tithing with- 
out making it look as if they are 
preaching for their own pocketbook. 
The salary of a pastor should be paid 
in such a way and manner that will 
give him freedom to preach the full 
gospel, so that his congregation will 
have a rounded out Christian experi- 
ence and a good Bible education. 1 
John 3:3. This is an age in which 
Christians care but little about the 
meaning of the Bible, thereby failing 
to become deeply rooted and grounded 
in love ... and that they might be 
filled with all the fulness of God. 
Ephesians 3:17-19. If the ministers 
would preach the HOW, WHO, 
WHERE, WHEN, and WHY of paying 
tithes, the laity would not be prone 
to neglect such an important act as 
paying tithes, because, if we, as Chris- 
tians, fail to pay tithes, it is sure to 
prevent God from blessing His children 
as He wants to bless them, thereby 
causing them to lose that close fellow- 
ship with God and His Son Jesus 
Christ. 

We now come to an important place 
in the history of tithing. When we 
consulted Leviticus 27:30, we found 
out that God has commanded us to 
pay our tithes. When we consulted 
Numbers 18:21, we found out who 
were to receive our tithes. When God 
does a thing, there is a reason for Him 
doing it. There is also a reason for 
Him to command us to pay our 
tithes. When we read Numbers 18:24, 
we see a twofold purpose in that verse. 
In the first half of that verse we are 
once more reminded of the fact that 
the tithes belong to the pastor before 
they are placed into his hands. In the 
last half of that verse we are told 
WHY we pay our tithes. The reason 
we pay tithes is because when the 
promised land was divided among the 
twelve tribes of the children of Israel, 
the tribe of Levi did not receive an in- 
heritance. The Levites were to render 
service in the tabernacle of the con-

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Reading the Bible 


Not very long ago a well known 
Chicago minister is reported to have 
stated that Bible reading “puts the 
salt in religion.” 

It does that and more. The Bible, 
we know, has always been and contin- 
ues to be the well of daily inspiration 
for many of our country’s great lead- 
ers. It furnished the political and 
moral foundations of our democracy. 
It embodies the ethical principles 
which undergird what we call the best 
in civilization today. 

The Bible, more than any other 
single instrumentality, has molded the 
forward surge of human_ events 
throughout the last five hundred 
years of western culture. 

Most of us are aware of these things 
and most of us have at some time 
owned a Bible, hoping therein to find 
inspiration for our own lives, salt for 
our religion. Ruffling through the 
twelve hundred or more pages, not all 
of us have found what we have looked 
for. 

How, then, should we go about it? 
How does one begin to get acquainted 
with the Bible? To feel at home with 
this greatest of all books? 

First of all, make sure that the 
version of the Bible which you possess 
is the one best suited to your needs. 
If the language of the magnificent 
King James version gives you trouble, 
get yourself one of the newer accepted 
translations. You’ll profit little from 
reading a Bible whose language you 
do not understand. 

Now you are ready to begin reading. 
If you are a beginner you will do best 
by turning to the stories of the Bible 
first. These are swift moving, dra- 
matic. Read the book of Ruth—it will 
take you twenty minutes. Try Esther, 
Jonah, or Job—all in the Old Testa- 
ment. Read these as you would read 
any other book, not as a succession of 
numbered chapters and verses. 

When you have two hours to 
give to it, read Mark in the New 
Testament, and the next day follow 
this with Luke, then Acts. Go back to 
the story of creation in Genesis, then 
Abraham, Jacob, Joseph, and Moses. 
Get acquainted with the Psalms. Read 
and reread these until their majestic 
words rumble through your soul like 
the vibrations of a great organ. 

By then you’ll want to do some ex- 
ploring of your own in the great text- 
book of life. 
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Read the Bible at a stated time each 
day. Set aside a portion of every day 
as Bible reading time. You can’t open 
the Bible on one day and have mir- 
acles happen the next. The Bible 
reading habit grows on you. Be sure 
you are alert, fresh at Bible reading 
time. Don’t leave it for the closing 
hours of a busy day. 

Read the Bible for pleasure. Read it 
for the sound training it gives you in 
the art of living. Read it for the in- 
spiration you find in its pages. 


A few further suggestions: Reading 
the Bible is an acquired habit, like 
brushing your teeth. It reveals its 
value only to the earnest seeker after 
it. It is not a book for lazy or indif- 
ferent people. Don’t approach Bible 
reading as you would a good-luck 


charm, to keep off witches and gob- 
lins. A chapter a day, in that spirit, 
will certainly not keep the devil away. 
Approach it in the spirit of a miner 
searching for precious metal, who is 
not content until he has struck “pay 
dirt,” God’s priceless truth, is there. 

Or better yet, look at it as a book of 
rules. Every real sportsman knows 
thoroughly the rules of the game he 
loves. Every business and professional 
man who has made the grade operates 
on well known principles and a stock 
of necessary knowledge relating to his 
particular field of endeavor. He has 
his shelf of books, the contents of 
which he knows thoroughly, and to 
which he refers constantly. 

The rules of the game of life are 
contained in the Bible—the greatest 
textbook on the subject ever com- 
posed. No one can win in the game of 
life who is unfamiliar with the rules. 
They’re all there for you to search out.

Are we ever happy for no 
other reason than that we sell our 
ointment, that which should have 
been poured out upon Him, under 
pretense of giving something to the 
poor. John 121-11. How often we 
deny Him the time that His loving 
heart craves, under pretense of being 
too busy with service. Dr. C. I. Sco- 
field says, “I grow very weary of the. 
constant spurring of God’s people to 
service, service, as if any father ever 
did care so much to have his children 
toiling for him as loving and trusting 
him.” 

Oh, that we might ask ourselves

evangelist should be our next pastor, 
etc.). That is why Paul said, “Let the 
prophets speak two or three, and let 
the other judge,” 1 Cor. 14:29. Judge 
what? Why, judge whether the proph- 
ecy be completely inspired, or whether 
the mind of the prophet has entered 
in, to color the purity of the message. 
An illustration used in my articles on 
the “Gifts of Tongues and Interpreta- 
tion” can well be given again here. 
Most of us have seen a pure stream of 
water bouncing and bubbling over the 
rocks in a cool mountain canyon. The 
water is pure and unadulterated. But 
let a local shower occur in the moun- 
tains on one side of the canyon, and 
soon a muddy stream begins to trickle 
into the pure water, coloring it and 
making it impure and unworthy of 
human consumption. There are two 
personalities living in the body of a 
man baptized with the Holy Spirit. One 
is the spirit of man, the other is the 
Spirit of God, and He is just as dis- 
tinctly a personality as is the man in 
whom He abides. Now when the proph- 
ecy comes from God it does not origi- 
nate in the mind of man (his head), 
but originates from his innermost be- 
ing (John 7:38). Those experienced 
in giving forth messages in tongues, 
interpretation, or prophecy, will testi- 
fy that the speaker seems to be gush- 
ing forth His message from his inner- 
most being. The man-made message 
originates in the head of man, but 
comes out through the same vocal 
system. The message from within is 
the pure, unadulterated Spirit of 
prophecy, but unless one is complete- 
ly dominated by this divine presence, 
then the thoughts of the man being 
used by the Spirit can creep in, like 
the muddy rain water, and muddy up 
the pure words of life. Our conclu- 
sion is that not all prophecies are per- 
fect and therefore should be “judged.” 
But let us all make sure that the one 
who “judges” the message, or the ones 
who judge, be as deeply spiritual as 
the one giving the message. It is here 
that the gift of discerning of spirits 

plays an important role. 


5. The Gift of Prophecy in Our 
Prayer Life 


It may not of necessity be the gift 
of prophecy, but most certainly it is 
the spirit of prophecy, which very 
often manifests itself in, the ministry 
of our prayer warriors, and at times 
in the experience of anyone who 
prays. It is prophecy in that the Spirit

of the Lord dwelling within reveals to 
the one praying that some loved one, 
perhaps far away, is sick or in trouble 


or is in danger. We will never know 
until we reach that eternal land, how 
many sicknesses and dangers and 
troubles have been evaded because the 
Spirit of the Lord has revealed in a 
burden of prayer to a friend or loved 
one, the need of danger, and that 
loved one has prayed through to vic- 
tory. Rom. 8:26, 27. This ministry, like 
flowers of the mountains or desert 
blooming unseen, is hidden from the 
eyes of men, but seen and blessed of 
God mightily to the edification of the 
church. 

The writer used to love to explore 
little known canyons and ridges of the 
mountains, as a boy, and I always 
came out with my hands laden with 
exotic and beautiful flowers. For two 
score miles around I knew just where 
each lovely variety was sweetly hidden 
away, nestled in the breast of its sur- 
rounding beauty. And it has been our 
blessed privilege in many years of 
evangelism, to travel the valleys and 
mountains of these United States and 
its churches, discovering, amid their 
impressive spiritual surroundings (the 
Church of the living God) these 
sweetly perfumed flowers of God’s gar- 
den, the deeply spiritual and clean 
holy men and women, with their spir- 
itual gifts in operation, who make up 
the body of Christ. And now we travel 
foreign lands, and once more we en- 
joy that agreeable sensation of discov- 
ering the sweet purity and mighty 
power of God’s children, hidden away 
in the unexplored forests and valleys 
and mountains of these strange lands. 
As exotically strange and pure and 
beautiful are these simple children of 
God, with their child-like faith, as are 
the many-hued birds and butterflies 
which share their forests. 

These four ministers—layman, min- 
ister (pastor, evangelist, or teacher), 
prophet of future events, and the man 
or woman of prayer—are the four 
main channels through which the gift 
of prophecy is manifest in the church. 
Since we have already touched, in- 
directly, upon most of the benefits to 
be derived from the operation of the 
gift of prophecy in the Church, we 
will only outline them here. The min- 
ister or teacher can enlarge upon this 
outline for sermon or Bible study: 
BENEFITS DERIVED FROM THE 
GIFT OF PROPHECY. 1. To reach 
the unsaved. 1 Cor. 14:23-25, “If there- 
fore the whole church be come to- 
gether in one place—and all prophesy, 


and there come in one that believeth 
not, or one unlearned, he is convinced 
of all, he is judged of all: And thus 
are the secrets of his heart made 
manifest; and so falling down on his 
face he will worship God, and report 
that God is in you of a truth.” The 
evangelistic ministry, whether in the 
evangelist or the pastor, is especially 
used in this way. But here it speaks 
especially of the inspired testimony 
of the layman, which brings the un- 
saved to his knees. Peter’s sermon on 
the day of Pentecost was used thus 
for the unsaved. 

2. To bless and edify the Christian. 
1 Cor. 14:4, 5, “.. . he that prophesieth 
edifieth the church... . but rather 
that ye prophesied .. . that the church 
may receive edifying.” Too numerous 
and well known to need mentioning 
here are the edifying blessings to the 
church which come from the pro- 
phetic ministry. 

3. That all may learn. 1 Cor. 14:31, 
“For ye may all prophesy one by one, 
that all may learn .. .” Here is where 
the ministry of divinely inspired 
teaching comes in. 

4. The blessing and power it gives 
us in our prayer life. Rom. 8:26, 27, 
“Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities: for we know not what we 
should pray for as we ought: but the 
Spirit itself maketh intercession for 
us with groanings that cannot be 
uttered. And he that searches the 
hearts knoweth what is the mind of 
the Spirit, because he maketh inter- 
cession for the saints according to the 
will of God.” 

“WHEREFORE, BRETHREN, COVET 
TO PROPHESY, AND FORBID NOT 
TO SPEAK WITH TONGUES. LET 
ALL THINGS BE DONE DECENTLY 
AND IN ORDER,” 1 Cor. 14:39, 40.

GHOST.” We are convicted by the Holy 
Ghost, John 16:8. We are born of 
the Holy Ghost, John 3:5. We are 
sanctified by the Holy Ghost, Rom. 
15:16. Thus, it is the Holy Ghost 
from the beginning of our salvation 
to the end. Eph. 1:13, “In whom ye 
also trusted, after that ye heard the 
word of truth, the gospel of your 
salvation; in whom also after that ye 
believed, ye were sealed with that 

holy Spirit of promise.” 

V. The Blood and What It Does 

in the Great Plan of Re- 
demption 

Be it known to all men, we cannot 
have justification, sanctification, or, 
in other words our salvation, without 
the blood of Christ, which frees from 
sin and makes holy (sanctifies). When 
making atonement unto God for sin, 
it hath always been through the blood. 
When our foreparents fell in the gar- 
den of Eden, it was then that the Lord 
did slay (shed blood) and make them 
coats of skins and clothed them. Gen. 
3:21. Lev. 17:11, “For the life of the 
flesh is in the blood; I have given it 
to you upon the altar TO MAKE AN 
ATONEMENT FOR YOUR SOULS; 
FOR IT IS THE BLOOD THAT MAK- 
ETH ATONEMENT FOR THE SOUL.” 
Eph. 1:7, “In whom WE HAVE RE- 
DEMPTION THROUGH HIS BLOOD, 
the forgiveness of sins.” Col. 1:20, 
“Having made PEACE THROUGH THE 
BLOOD OF HIS CROSS, by him to 
reconcile all things unto himself.” Our 
friendship and peace with God is re- 
stored through the blood of His Son. 
And, not without the blood will He 
pass over us as it is so emphatically 
Stated in Exod. 12:13, “And when I see 
the blood I will pass over you.” Matt. 
26:28, “For this is my blood of the 
new testament, which is shed for many 
for the remission of sins.” Heb. 9:22, 
“AND WITHOUT THE SHEDDING 
OF BLOOD IS NO REMISSION” (FOR- 
GIVENESS). Therefore, there can be 
no forgiveness or pardon without the 
shedding of blood. Rom. 3:25, “Whom 
God hath set forth to be a propitiation 
THROUGH FAITH IN HIS BLOOD TO 
DECLARE HIS RIGHTEOUSNESS 
FOR THE SINS THAT ARE PAST, 
through the forbearance of God.” 
Those before Calvary looked forward 
to the cross; we who are afterward 
look back to the cross. Hence, it is 
faith in His blood that brings remis- 
sion or forgiveness of sins. 1 Peter 
1:18,19, “Forasmuch as ye know 
that ye are not redeemed (to buy 
back, to rescue, to ransom) with cor- 
ruptible -things, as silver and gold 
from your vain conversations received 
by the traditions from your fathers, 
BUT WITH THE PRECIOUS BLOOD 
OF CHRIST.” Bear in mind, that 
which has been purchased with the 
blood of God’s own Son belongs to 
God, and that which belongs to God 
cannot have sin in it; that is, they 
who are born again. “He that is born 
of God doth not commit sin,” 1 John 
3:9. 1 John 1:7, “But if we walk in 
the light, as he is in the light, we have

ness evidenced, divisions and jeal- 
ousies, which well nigh wreck the 
Church, and this largely from disputes 
of words. If we have a nature not ad- 
verse to Christ, why all this? But when 
two are absolutely yielded to the Holy 
Spirit, sanctified wholly, living holy 
lives, holiness expressed, they do not 
quarrel and work together in love and 
fellowship. 

Wisdom that is from above is pure, 
peaceable, gentle, easy to get along 
with, full of mercy and good fruits, 
without wrangling and hypocrisy, so 
says James in James 3:17. Even Paul 
and Barnabas came together in full 
fellowship as co-workers. See 1 Cor. 
7:6. 

It does not help matters to say, 
“they have never been saved,” or 
“they have backslidden,” but better 
say as the Holy Spirit says, “yet 
carnal” and “walk as men.” They have 
not yet learned to walk in the Spirit, 
their true dwelling place. Instead they 
yield to their first Adam nature whose 
traits are “envying, strife, and divi- 
sion.” 

So frankly acknowledge your dual 
nature with God, that the old was 
crucified with Christ, recognize the 
new as the only rightful claimant. 
Steadfastly believe that God dwells in 
you, holding the old self-life in death 
while naturing and training the new 
man. God does all things in you while 
you believe in Him, even as Christ did 
all for you before you believed. Thus 
you will be walking in the Spirit and 
not fulfilling the desires of the flesh; 
and the requirements of the law “will 
be fulfilled IN you.” Rom. 8:4. Be of 
the Second Adam and inherit eternal 
life!

gregation and therefore had to be sup- 
ported by means other than by an in- 
heritance. Numbers 18:24; Joshua 13: 
14,33; 18:7.- The plan which God laid 
down for the financing of His Church 
is so simple and so easy to under- 
stand that there is no reason why any 
Christian should fail to grasp it. If 
Christians will study, pray, dig, and 
believe God, they will soon learn why 
God wants them to pay their tithes 
and they will also learn where, when, 

and how to pay them. 
Now let us look at chapter twenty- 
nine of 2 Chronicles, and we find that

Hezekiah cleaned the house of the 
Lord, then he gathered up the priests 
and the Levites and told them to 
clean themselves; that is, he told 
them to sanctify themselves and to 
sanctify the house of the Lord God of 
their fathers and to carry forth the 
filthiness out of the holy place. Then 
after Hezekiah had set the holy place 
in order, he offered solemn sacrifices. 
Some Christians will have to clean up 
before they will ever know anything 
about paying tithes. After all of the 
sacrifices were made, Hezekiah pro- 
claimed a passover by sending letters 
to all Israel and to Judah and telling 
them to come to the house of the Lord 
at Jerusalem. When people want to 
obey the Lord they do it. Hezekiah 
had to do all of these things in order 
to restore the people in the sight of 
the Lord God of Israel, because Ahaz, 
the father of Hezekiah, and an un- 
godly king of Judah, did most every- 
thing except that which was good in 
the sight of the Lord. So then, we see 
when Ahaz died, his son Hezekiah, 
was made king and he immediately 
cleaned the holy place and also the 
people. Such a cleaning is needed to- 
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And now we look at chapter thirty- 
one and verse five and see where the 
children of Israel brought in the tithes 
of all things just as soon as the com- 
mandment came abroad. 

While Ahaz was king, the people 
grew so corrupt that no doubt they 
quit paying tithes and went after the 
lust of the flesh until they became a 
stench in the nostrils of the Lord. 
When a Christian or a church stops 
paying tithes they fail to measure up 
in the sight of God and they will be 
out of tune with God’s plan of the 
ages. 

Now let us pause long enough to see 
what Solomon said about paying 
tithes. Solomon knew just what it 
meant to give unto the Lord, and God 
richly rewarded Solomon for what he 
gave unto the work of the Lord. When 
we examine verses nine and ten of the 
third chapter of Proverbs, we see 
something that even the natural man 
can understand. We see in this scrip- 
ture that if we will pay our tithes, God 
will richly reward us with the wealth 
of this world. Even the carnal man 
can see it just as it is because the 
Bible means just what it says.
